BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  recorded  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  year  was  130.  This  represents  an  increase  of  33 
on  the  figure  for  1942,  and  an  increase  of  54  on  the  five  years 
averge  1938-1942. 


DEATHS. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban  District  during 
the  year  numbered  83.  Of  this  number  50  were  males  and 
33  were  females.  The  figure  is  7  more  than  that  for  1942 
and  1  more  that  the  average  for  the  five  years  1938-1942. 

There  were  no  deaths  during  the  year  due  to  Zymotic 
and  Epidemic  diseases.

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SECTION  B.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  to  the 
appropriate  departments  of  the  University  of  Liverpool,  Wigan 
Infirmary,  Southport  Infirmary  and  to  Messrs.  Evans,  Lescher 
and  Webb,  Runcorn,  for  examination. 

Chemical  analysis  of  water,  when  required,  is  done  at 
Messrs.  Evans’  laboratories  at  Runcorn. 

Of  thirty  swabs  examined  during  the  year  for  the 
presence  of  Bacillus  Diphtherise,  all  proved  to  be  negative. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

No  ambulance  is  maintained  in  the  township  by  the 
Local  Authority  or  otherwise.  Nevertheless,  the  ambulance 
facilities  are  completely  adequate. 

The  Ormskirk  General  Hospital  and  the  Wigan  Royai 
Infirmary  take  cases  from  Skelmersdale,  and  both  provide 
ambulances.  The  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee 
also  have  an  ambulance  attached  to  their  Hospital  at  Or  ms 
kirk. 

The  West  Lancashire  Rural  District  Council  remove 
infectious  cases  in  their  ambulance  by  contract  with  the 
Skelmersdale  Council. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  Skelmersdale  District  Nursing  Association  is  affiliated 
to  the  County  Nursing  Association.  Its  district  includes 
Burscough  Bridge,  Lathom,  Westhead,  Hoscar  and  Newburgh, 
all  of  which  townships  are  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Ormskirk.

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CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  Congregational  Schoolroom  in  Witham  Road  is 
utilised  every  Wednesday  morning  as  a  Child  Welfare  Centre 
and  Minor  Ailments  Clinic,  under  the  direction  of  the  appro¬ 
priate  Department  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

An  Immunisation  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  afternoon 
at  2  o’clock  on  the  same  premises  by  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

HOSPITALS  :  PUBLIC  AND  VOLUNTARY. 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  town. 

The  Ormskirk  Public  Assistance  Hospital,  and  the 
voluntary  hospitals  at  Ormskirk  and  Wigan,  provide  ample 
accommodation  for  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  there 
is  a  maternity  ward  at  the  Public  Assistance  Hospital. 

Infectious  cases  are  admitted  to  the  West  Lancashire 
Rural  Council’s  hospital  at  Aughton,  by  agreement  with  tl  at 
Authority,  whilst  smallpox  cases  go  to  Liverpool,  also  by 
agreement. 

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  of  water  in  the  district  continues  to  be  on  the 
whole  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  1652  houses  are 
connected  with  the  main. 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the 
Southport  and  District  Water  Board,  from  an  artesian  well, 
situated  at  Scarth  Hill,  in  the  parish  of  Lathom. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  examine 
the  supply,  as  this  is  undertaken  systematically  by  the  Water 
Board  who  send  copies  of  analyses  to  #the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  district  is  sewered  on  the  partly  separate  system. 
The  sewage  from  approximately  1,137  houses  in  the  principal 
housing  area  is  discharged  by  gravity  through  a  24  inch 
outfall  sewer  at  the  Council's  Beny  Street  Disposal  Works 
and  that  from  255  houses  in  this  area,  by  a  15  inch  outfall 
sewer  at  their  Penny  Lane  Works. 

The  sewage  at  both  works  is  treated  by  settlement  and 
land  irrigation,  and  periodical  cleansing  and  repairs  are  carried 
out.

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SCHOOLS 


In  last  year’s  report  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  cloak 
rooms  at  the  Council’s  Boys  and  Girls  Schools  are  too  small 
and  should  be  enlarged  so  as  to  provide  sinks  in  the  boy’s 
cloak  room  for  washing  up  purposes  in  connection  with  school 
dinners. 

The  latter  part  of  the  recommendation  has  been  carried 
out  in  that  one  gas  boiler,  one  sink,  one  towel  rail  and  one 
cupboard  have  been  provided  in  the  boy’s  cloak  room.  Un¬ 
fortunately  the  space  in  the  latter  has  been  correspondingly 
reduced  and  the  necessity  for  its  enlargement  is  still  more 
urgent. 

The  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme  works  very  well  and  it  is 
utilised  fully  by  the  scholars.  Deliveries  of  milk  are  regular 
and  an  improvement  has  been  made  by  the  provision  of  a 
beaker  for  each  child  with  a  responsible  person  in  charge  of 
the  dispensing  of  the  milk. 

At  the  endowed  School  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme  also 
works  very  well  and  an  improvement  was  the  commencement 
of  the  school  meals  service  in  January,  1944. 

A  nuisance  frequently  arises  by  the  use  of  the  school 
lavatories  by  the  outside  public  ;  this  is  due  to  the  absence 
of  a  wall  aiound  the  whole  school.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the 
Managers  have  in  hand  the  erection  of  a  wall  round  the 
greater  part  of  the  school ;  work  on  this  has  already  begun 
and  will  be  completed  shortly.  One  part  of  the  school'  how¬ 
ever,  will  still  be  open  to  the  public  and  the  use  of  the  child¬ 
ren’s  lavatories  by  outsiders  is  still  continuing  and  will  of 
course  continue  until  the  whole  school  is  completely  enclosed. 

The  girls  playground  having  a  red  shale  surface  becomes 
very  dirty  in  wet  weather. 

During  the  coldest  months  of  the  winter  the  heating 
apparatus  is  inadequate,  particulary  in  the  infants  room 
where  the  temperature  frequently  falls  below  50°  Fah, 

Re-surfacing  of  the  playground  at  St.  Richard's  R.  C. 
School  is  in  need  of  attention,  also  more  playground  and 
cloakroom  space  is  urgently  required.  The  Milk  in  School 
Scheme  is  still  obtainable,  and  with  the  school  meals  will 
show  its  full  value  very  shortly. 

SECTION  D.  HOUSING 

It  is  unfortunately  necessary  to  again  report  that  there 
is  little  prospect  of  any  early  ameliorotion  of  the  existing 
housing  conditions  in  the  area  which  are  steadily  deterior- 
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ating,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  enforcing  major  repairs  under 
the  Housing  Act,  in  view  of  the  cost  of  such  repairs  and  the 
economic  value  and  probable  life  of  many  of  the  houses. 

During  the  year  a  survey  was  made  and  a  Preparatory 
Report  issued  on  the  general  housing  conditions  with  a  view 
to  assessing  the  probable  Post  War  Housing  needs  of  the 
township,  in  which  it  was  estimated  that  some  379  houses 
were  in  need  of  clearance  and  a  further  313  required  major 
repairs,  In  view  of  the  time  that  must  elapse  before  any 
new  construction  can  take  place,  it  is  most  probable  that 
these  figures  will  have  to  be  considerably  increased. 

One  of  the  most  important  factors  preventing  the  carry¬ 
ing  out  of  extensive  works  of  either  repair  or  reconstruction 
is  the  low  ratable  values  and  rentals  of  the  properties.

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  112  cows  on  8  dairy 
farms.  9  cowkeepers,  and  12  dairymen  or  milk  purveyors. 

During  the  year  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  deal 
with  any  animals  under  the  T.B.  Order  of  1938. 

Cowsheds  are  inspected  every  three  months.  Their 
general  condition  is  much  improved. 


MEAT.
